I have one of these radios...it's similar to the Drake TR-7. All solid 
state. Used by Ships and Coast Guard. Great audio, would be a nice 
radio for echolink receive of an HF frequency, etc. A bit combersome 
turning all the dials to move frequencies. As any older radio they 
suffer from cold solder joints and fractured wires. Tell you friend to 
invest in a can of circuit board freeze spray to locate the cold solder 
joints. I've worked on two of them and find them fairly easy to 
troubleshoot. 


The manual is extensive, similar to the shop manual for the TR-7. $100 
is not that bad a price for what you get. 


These radios go for about $600+ on ebay.

Just some observations from one whose been at Dayton for the last 15 
years, selling in the flea market. 
I believe that the DARA people have killed the goose that laid the golden egg. 


First year I went there, it was possible to sell your stuff out of 
the back of your vehicle, with a table behind it 
and sit in a chair. Your stuff was a couple of feet out in a 35 foot 
aisle, and nobody complained. The place was full 
of people looking and buying stuff. The cost of the space was $25.00 for 
all three days and the ticket was 
$15.00. 6 years ago the Nazi and SS fleamarket committee showed up with 
the space police, tent police, insurance 
police and aisle police and thoroughly pissed off the ENTIRE flea market 
vendor population. Vendors have been 
leaving and not coming back since then, and it's gets worse every 
year. Flea market spaces have gone up 400 
percent. You CANNOT sell out of one space at all. I've been bitched at 
every year for the last six about my 17' 9" 
truck sticking out in the aisle 9". I have to buy three spaces to do what 
I used to do in 2 and that third space 
cost me $150 this year. 

Several years ago we had temporary passes for someone who bought 
something heavy or large to carry to 
get close to the building with their vehicle so the trip was minimal. This 
year we had an inside vendor (who pays 
$800 for a 10 X10 space and had 3 of them and in the VIP parking lot in 
front of the building) who was told that it 
was IMPOSSIBLE for him to put his truck in the other lot for a short time 
so he could pick up a wood console radio 
that he'd paid big bucks for. He had to carry it a 1/4 mile in the rain. 

I could go one with LOTS of stories, but I believe that you get 
the point. I KNOW who is making these 
stupid rules and it AIN'T the city of Trotwood or the Fire Dep't. It's the 


Hamvention. Period. They've lost sight 
of one very important thing and that is that everyone of us that show up at 


Whether you come to look and buy or sell inside or outside, you're still a 
customer. Marshall Field put a quote 

on the inside of his store in Chicago: "The customer is always 

RIGHT." Right now, the DARA's customer base is talking 

REAL LOUD to them and they aren't paying any attention. People are fed up 
with the insolent treatment and uncaring attitude 

of the Dara Club and the Hamvention committee. If they are going to turn 
this trend around they are going to have to make some 

major changes in their administration of this show. If they don't, I 
believe that in less than 5 years it will disappear because it 

won't be able to pay it's expenses. An example of that is that one whole 
wing of the arena was empty inside. 8 years ago, it was not possible 

to get ANY space inside. They had a long waiting list of people that wanted 
in. 8 years ago you couldn't count on getting 

space in the fleamarket and they were sold out. Not anymore, but if you 
call about a space or want one at the show, they will 

lie to you and tell you that it's sold out and there aren't any available. 
Real smart. I will have to look at whether it's worth it for me to 

go back next year, but I'm leaning heavily in the direction of not 

going. We'll see what the Hamvention package looks like for next year, 
but my guess is that it will be more of the same and if that's the case, my 
spaces will be empty next year too.

Apparently the gentle nudge and suggestion approach to the issue of 


improving the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and maintaining 
our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio is falling on DEAF EYES! 


PLEASE READ THIS AND SAVE IT BECAUSE IT IS IMPORTANT!!! 


The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaff" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfeit posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.
